LONDON /Pi — Britain today 
ordered more troops sent to her 
M editerranean base of Cyprus to 
protect British subjects in the 
Middle East if necessary, the W ar

MAY NEVER GET 
SEAT IN SENATE

i Congress that something should be 
done for ex-presidents, 
either 
to 
: give them a nonvoting seat in the 
Senate, or enough money to live 
ion. or both. 


The first efort in this direction 
was in 1928 when a bill was offered 
to give ex-presidents a Senate seat, 
rt wasn’t done then, or since, and 


I there's a pretty good chance it 
won’t be done this year either. 
The Senate last year approved a 
bill to give the only two living ex­ 
presidents, 
Hoover 
and Truman, 
and all future ex-presidents: a sal- 
j ary of $22,500 a year for lie, rec 
' m ailing privileges, an ofice staf, 
and 
a 
furnished ofice. 
When an 
ex-president died his widow would 
get $10,000 a year for life. 
Some members of Congress have 
felt that just giving ex-presidents a 
j pension was not enough, that some 
way .should be found to let the 
(country benefit from their W hite 
j House experience. 
“ Senator-At-I-arge 
That 
thinking 
has

I form: M ake an ex-president auto­ 
m atically a member of the Senate, 
with the title of senator-at-large. 
He wouldn’t be elected. He would­ 
n 't have a vote either,

Nevertheless,

• committees. Hi* salary would be 
the same as any regular senator: 
$22,500 a year.

Cheir (D -Kyi introduced 
bills to carry out this idea It's still 
locked up in committees in House 
and Senate and m ay never get out 
on the floor of either chamber for 
a vote.

be elected by all the people of their 
I state. 
It might be possible to get around 
some of this constitutional provi­ 
sion by not giving an ex-president 
a Senate vote. But what of the 
question of numbers? Once he took 
his seat his state would have three 
senators.

Suppose an ex-president has only 
served one four-year term. If he 
then became a senator-at-large he 
might use the Senate as a forum 
to 
get himself elected president 
again four years later. 
Bill Is Changed 
To get around these objections 
: Chelf changed his bill 
Under this 
I an ex-president still would auto­ 
m atically get a Senate seat but 
he w'ould be called a Senate dele­ 
gate. 
And once an ex-president accept­ 
ed a Senate seat, he’d be barred 
forever from becoming president 
again. W hy a Senate delegate? B e ­ 
cause some law yer* think giving 
an ex-president such a title would 
make a constitutional amendment 
unnecessary.

3 FEDERAL TAX 
DEADLINES SET 
FOR JANUARY31 


J. N. Garrety, group supervisor 
of York and Adams Counties" Reve­ 
nue District, today reminded em­ 
ployers 
of 
several 
tax 
deadlines 
coming up in January. 
Form W-2, which advises the em­ 
ploye of the amount of his earnings 
and income tax withheld, must be 
furnished each employe by January 
31. Employers are urged to furnish 
this information promptly so tha* 
employes may file their income tax 
returns early. 
Social Security returns for the 
4th quarter of 1955 are also due by ; 
January 31. Supervisor Garrety said 1 
that blank forms. 941 and W-3, h a v e 1 
been mailed to all employers in the < 
district. The completed forms should 
be returned to the Internal Revenue ■ 
office with remittance in full. 
Those employers liable for Federal 
Unemployment Tax should file re­ 
turns on Form 940 not later than 
January 31 and pay the tax in full. 
Garrety pointed out changes in the 
law that will affect many employers 
in this district. Prior to 1956, only 
employers of eight or more indi­ 
viduals were liable, whereas effec­ 
tive January’ I. employers of four or 
more employes will have to pay the 
tax. Although the 1956 tax is not 
due until January, 1956. employers 
who will be liable under the new 
provisions should keep their records 
accordingly. Installment payments 
of Federal Unemployment Tax are 
no longer permitted.

Senate have been unable to come 
to a m eeting of the minds on the 
tax issue. 
Sunday, Leader blamed the Re­ 
publicans in the state Senate for 
failing to enact a tax bill.

This is a natural chem ical nick­ 
nam ed ES,

"enhancing 
substance." 
The research was done by sci­ 
entists of the Roscoe J. Jackson 
M entor.a1 Laboratory 
here, 
and 
announced by the American Can­ 
cer Society, supporting the work 
The finding* m ay be im portant 
in cancer control. 
Cite Significance 
Dr. George 
D. 
Snell 
directed 
the research, with collaboration in 
various phases with Doctors Na­ 
than Kaliss. Avrion Mitchison, An­ 
drew Kandutsch, Sally Allen and 
Shiela Counee. 
The great significance is this: 
Your body sets up antibodies to 
destroy any 
"foreign’’ 
m aterials 
entering your system. It creates 
antibodies against germ s, for ex­ 
ample. and th at Is very helpful. 


But you 
also 
create 
antibodies 
against 
living 
tissues 
borrowed 
from someone else. 
Snell and his associates discov­ 
ered that living cells from one 
mouse could be transplanted suc­ 
cessfully into another 
mouse,

Have Different ES 
The ES was ext: acted from cells 
of the type that were being trans­ 
planted 
The scientists find that 
ES occurs in red blood cells, in 
the spleen and other norm al tis­ 
sues. and in tum ors. It is m anu­ 
factured under control of certain 
genes, or controllers of heredity. 
Apparently every individual pro­ 
duces a different kind of ES. 
This raises the poss'blilty that 
ES from one person could be given 
to another t-o suppress an antibody 
reaction 
that 
would 
destroy

gland, kidney or skin transplanted 
a bit later from the first person 
to the second. 
R ight now, skin or 
an entire 
kidney can be transplanted suc­ 
cessfully 
only 
between

twins, who have identical heredity 
and makeup.

else soon dies. It can serve as a 
tem porary covering over a burn 
until the person can have som e of

Is your home safe from accident1!? 
Or will someone in your house be 
amonp the probable 4.000000 people 
who will be crippled by accidents in 
the home this year? 
Accidents are the number one 
killer of persons up to 35 years of 
aire 
and the greatest crippler of 
children under five in the United 
State* today. 
Rev. Dr. H. S Fox 
president of 
the Adams County Crippled Chil­ 
dren's Society, announced these fig­ 
ures as the society continued its 
campaign to keep children safe from 
accidents. 
Burns Greatest Killer 
"Last year. 4 100.000 persons were 
injured in the home." Dr. Fox said. 
“What makes these figures most 
appalling is that most of these ac­ 
cidents are preventable.” He called 
upon parent* throughout the area 
to help keep children safe by pre­ 
venting accidents in the home. 
Burns, poisoning, falls, suffocation 
and severe cuts are all accidents 
which happen most frequently at 
home and are childhoods great 
killers and disabler*, Dr. Fox stated 
He said that burns are the greatest 
killer of children under five and that 
victims of fatal poisoning accidents 
are most often children not yet five 
years old. He underscored the fact 
that these accidents most commonly 
occur 
at 
home, 
where 
children 
should be the safest. 
“Tlie family medicine cabinet is 
a lethal weapon if it can be reached 
by hand* of young children " Dr. 
Fox pointed out. "Three main groups 
of poisons accounted for 99 per cent 
of the deaths under five years in a 
three-year period. These were drugs, 
petroleum products and products for 
external use 
Tire most common 
drug killer is aspirin, found rn virtu­ 
ally every medicine cabinet. 
Must Teach Safety 
"Parents must teach safety to their 


children and shape their behavior 
and habits to meet tins problem in 
the early years at home. Over-pro­ 
tection is not the answer to acci­ 
dent prevention. Careful instruction 
combined with intelligent precaution 
will achieve far greater and more 
; lasting safety,” Dr. Fix said 
He urged all parent* to follow 
these steps for preventing home ac­ 
cidents: 
1 Teach children earh in life that 
fires bum them. falls hurt them. 
poisons make them 111 and knives 
and scissors cut them. 
2 Keep poisons, disinfectant* and 
medicine in locked cabinets high out 
of the child's reach. 
3. Show children the dangers of 
matches and bonfires and 
teach 
, them how to avoid them 
At the 
same time, keep matches out of 
reach and fireplaces screened. 
4. Turn handles of kitchen {Kit." 
toward the back of the stove and 
j out of reach of children. 
5. Keep firearms unloaded and put 
away under lock and key 
6. Teach children to walk. care­ 
fully with sharp knives, scissors and 
glass containers as soon as they are 
able to understand the dangers of 
I such things.
